Washington, March 29.—The pres- 


ident today sent to the house of rep- 
resentatives the correspondence and 
papers bearing upon the request of 
Lieutenant General Miles to be as- 
signed to duty in the Philippines. 
The papers were sent to the house in 
response to a resolution introduced 
by Mr. Burleson, of Texas, and pass- 
ed by that body. They are as fol- 
lows: 
. 


"To the House of Representatives: 


In response to the following1 resolu- 
tion of the house of representatives 
of March 26, 1902, 'resolved', that the 
president of the United States be, 
and be is hereby, 
respectfully re- 


quested, if not incompatible with the 
public interest, to transmit to the 
house copies of all correspondence re- 
lating to and papers bearing on the 
matter of the reported request of 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, United 
States army, to be assigned to duty 
in the Philippine archipelago and to 
be allowed to put into effect there a 
plan outlined by him to bring about 
a cessation of hostilities,' I transmit 
herewith copies of all the papers 
upon which final action in the matter 
was( taken. 


"Since such final action, and since 


the introduction of &aid resolution, 
a further memorandum has been 
•added to the papers-by Lieutenant 
General Miles, and I transmit also a 
copy thereof, together with the ac- 
tion thereon*

'MILES* PROPOSAL. 


"Headquarters of the Army, Wash- 


ington, F*b. 17, 1902.—The Honor- 
able the Secretary of Wwr: Sir:—1 
have the honor to invite attention to 
a subject that I have had under con- 
sideration for several months, and to 
request that this letter be laid be- 
fore the president. 


"It is now three years since the 


opening of hostilities between the 
United States forces and those in the 
Philippine islands and this -warfare 
has been conducted with marked 
severity. More than 120,000 United 
States troops have been at different 
times sent or are now under csrders 
to go to the Philippines, and more 
than 40,000 still remfcin on duty 
there, which service, with the assist- 
ance of the naval forces, involves an 
enormous 
expenditure 
of 
public 


money, as well as the loss of many 
Valuable lives. 


"During the past century thous- 


ands of Indians have been called to 
the capital 
for 
consultation afcd 


council,' and 1 haVe, under authority, 
sent to Washington many red-handed 
representatives of different tribes of 
Indians, the result of which 
has 


been a reconciliation, a restoration of 
confidence, the .prevention of war, 
and the establishment and continu- 


possible, confidence to the people of 
those islands and demonstrate that 
the purpose of our 
government is 


promoted by the highest 
sense of 


justice, and that on returning, I be 
.authorized to bring to the capital 
such number of representative Fili- 
pinos as I may think advisable, in 
order that they may see and know 
the advantages of our civilization 
and realize the disposition of our 
government toward 
them, at the 


same time affording an opportunity 
for a full consultation, whereby in- 
telligent and definite action may be 
taken concerning their future des- 
tiny. It is confidently believed that 
such measures could (then, be taken 
as would besatisfactoryandbeneflcial 
to the te-n millions of inhabitants of 
the Philippine islands and highly 
creditable to our government. 


"By this means we would be fully 


informed of the condition and waaits 
of the people of those islands, and 
they, on tjie other hand, would be- 
come fully apprised of the purpose 
and final disposition of our govern- 
ment toward them! This need not 
reflect in the slightest degree upon 
the services of the military, nor in- 
terfere with the civil governments 
hat have been or may be established.

people of Cuba and Porto Rico luive

or civilized, 


who were not benefited by candid, 
frank and honest consultation and 
council. 


"In view of the above considera- 


tions, I make the request that J be 
authorized to proceed to the Philip- 
pine islands, taking with me ten men 
whom, I may select from Cuba and 
Porto Rico, whose assistance *. has 
been found 
useful 
in promoting 


friendly relations between the people 
of those 
islands 
and the United 


States, and who could -properly ex- 
plain to the Filipinof the benefits 
their people have derived through 
friendly relations with this country 
and while there to give such direc- 
tion* as I may deem advisable and 
judicious for the best disposition o:

and no trains are operating on that 
road today. There were also several 
washouts on the road. Trains which 
left here for Nashville last night 
went as far as Tullahoma and turned 
back, arriving here this morning.

HARDEST &AIN IN YEARS. 


Gadsden, Ala., March 29.—The 


hardest rain in years fell last night. 
Some sections of the city are under 
water from two to four feet deep this 
morning.

"Concentfng my going to the Phil- 


ippines, it was my purpose nearly a 
year ago fto do so,' and this was -with 
the knowledge of the secretary of 
war and the approval 
of the late 


President McKInley, but the journey 
was postponed in consequence of the 
increase in and reorganization of the 
army. 


"The suggestion contained iu my 


letter, that in going to the Philip- 
pine islands I take certain- natives of 
Cuba and Porto Rico and, on- return- 
ing, bring back certain of those of 
the Philippine islands, was prompted 
by my belief that the result would 
be satisfactory to all concerned. 
Since this measure, as suggested, is 
not deemed advisable, I do not ask 
for its further consideration and on 
making my delayed visit ito the Phil- 
ippines, which I hope to do in the 
near future, I shall devote my at- 
tention to the condition and require- 
ments of th » troops in *that division, 
the same as I have in respect to oth- 
er portions of the army.

WHAT BOOT SAYS. 


"War Department, 
Washington, 


March 25, 1&02—Several weeks after 
the final disposition of the within 
application by the action of the pres- 
ident on the 6th of March, 'and after 
the introduction of a .resolution in 
congress calling for tne papers, the 
lieutenant general attached to them 
a statement dated March 24, 1902, 
with the apparent purpose of show- 
ing that the action taken- was wrong, 
Without commenting upon the pro- 
priety of a military officer undertak- 
ing to review the action of the presi- 
dent, I again submit the paper for 
such reconsideration as the president 
may think advisable, with the fol- 
lowing- remarks: 


"1. The delegation from Cuba re- 


ferred to in this paper, consisted of 
public officers with defined powers, 
charged with the performance of a 
specific duty 
as official representa- 


tives of the people of Cuba and ap- 
pointed 
by the constitutional con- 


vention elected by that people. The 
president's consent to receive the 
committee was asked for -by General 
Wood through the secretary of war 
and was communicated to General 
Wood by the secretary of war, who 
never heard General Miles' name 
mentioned in connection with the 
transaction. 


"2. On the 18th of July, 1900, 


General Miles applied to be sent to 
the Philippines and to China in his 
official capacity. At that time Gen- 
eral MacArthur had reported that not 
a single additional regiment could be 
spared from the Philippines without 
putting 
our interests there in 


jeopardy, and had shown the reasons 
and the gravity of the situation there 
in 
dispatches 
which had passed 


through General Miles' office. In the 
face of these dispatches General Miles 
accompanied his (application by a 
recommendation that 15,000 troops 
be withdrawn from the Philippines 
and sent to China. The withdrawal 
of 15,000 troops from the Philippines 
would have made necessary the prac- 
tical abandonment of & large part of 
the country and the restoration of in- 
surgent control therein. 
At least 


two-thirds of the 15,000 were wholly 
unnecessary in China unless for the 
purpose of enabling the 
United 


£tateft to furnish a greater number of 
troops than any European power and 
upon that score to claim the supreme 
command of the allied forces. The 
application and recommendation were 
in fact accompanied 'by a request 
from General Miles fthftt rooh su- 
preme command of the allied forces 
should be obtained for him.

give such directions as I (he) may 
deem advisable and judicious for the 
best disposition of the United States 
military forces.* 


"That, of course, means to com- 


mand General Chaffee, and he asks 
authority, also, *to take such meas- 
ures as will tend to restore as far as 
possible confidence to the people of 
those islands and demonstrate that 
the purpose of our government is 
prompted by the highest sense of jus- 
tice/ That means, if it means any- 
thing, authority to do himself, or to 
require the civil officers of the Phil- 
ippines to do under his direction, the 
very duties which were charged upon 
the Philippine commission an«l the 
civil governor in the islands by 
President McKuiley and which they 
are now engaged in doing. The au- 
thority asked is not to recommend, 
but to take measure?. If the meas- 
ures to be taken are -to be determined 
by General Miles, then the power of 
the commission to determine upvi 
them must end. There is no place for 
any such authority under the present 
government, and if it were to bs 
granted the system of civil govern- 
ment by which we have been grad- 
ually and steadily superseding mili- 
tary control and have superseded it 
throughout the greater pint of the 
archipelago, would again be subord- 
inate to military power and the peo- 
ple of the islands would be subjected 
to the arbitrary control of a military 
dictator. 


"The reference in the memorandum 


to the letter of Governor Taft to the 
secretary of war, dated February 7, 
1902, is to a letter transmitting1, for 
the purpose of an investigation by 
the military authorities, a report by 
the civil governor of the province of 
Tayabas, 
containing in 
general 


terms and without specifications or 
names, serious charges against the 
military administration in that prov- 
ince and against the conduct of the 
army generally in its relations to the 
civil government. This report was 
on the l&th of February sent to Cren- 
eral Chaffee, with the following di- 
rection: 


" 'There is so much contained in 


this report reflecting not only upon 
officers of the army, 'but the general 
conduct of affairs and the adminis- 
tration of the military branch of the 
government, that the secretary of 
war desires you to cause a careful in- 
quiry to be made concerning these 
statements, and if they be found true, 
that the necessary 
administrative 


and disciplinary measures be applied 
to correct these evils,' and also, *to 
make a full report of the investiga- 
tion herein directed as soon as pos- 
sible.' 


"There has not yet been time for 


the report to he made, and the di- 
rection for the investigation can only 
just now have reached Manila, It is 
to be regretted that the officer of the 
highest rank in the army should as- 
sume the truth of charges reflecting 
upon the credit of* the army in ad- 
vance* of the investigation which has 
been ordered and without 
giving 


General Chaffee, upon whose particu- 
lar command the charges reflect, an 
opportunity to bs heard. Governor 
Taft's letter shows that 
the civil 


governor of the Philippines was un- 
willing to accept the charges as true 
without an investigation. 


"As the lieutenant general's mem- 


orandum of March 24 was not made 
until after the introduction of 
a 


resolution in the house of representa- 
tives calling for all correspondence 
and papers in the matter of his appli- 
cation to go to the Philippines, the 
putting 
into those papers of the 


specific reference to the letter trans- 
mitting the charges .plainly evinces 
a design to procure the publication 
of the charges and of the lieutenant 
general's acceptance thereof as true, 
in advance of the investigation of 
their truth and of a report thereon 
by General Chaffee. In the interest 
of good discipline and effective serv- 
ice such a course is much to he re- 
gretted. Such charges ought not to 
be published against our countrymen 
whom we have sent to labor and fight- 
under our flag on the other side of 
the world before they can be heard 
in their own defense,

a statement dated March 24, 1902, 
with the apparent purpose of sh'ow- 
ing that the action taken- -was .wrong;. 
Without commenting upon the pro- 
priety of a military officer undertak- 
ing to review the action of the, presi- 
dent, I again submit the paper for 
such reconsideration as the president 
may -think advisable, with the fol- 
lowing- remarks:

Denmark, but that's another story. 
In this country we are more interest- 
ed in knowing if there is anything 
rotten in congress. 


Cecil Rhodes, it is said, left the 


bulk of his vast fortune, estimated 
at from $75,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000, to carry out a vast scheme of 
education in the British empire. In 
every land where the union jack flies 
the benefits of this splendid bequest 
are to be shaied. If this is true the 
world will think better of this now 
dead colossus of British imperal- 
ism. 


As small batches of details come 


from time to time of Lord Kitche- 
ner's achievements in the great Boer 
round-up it becomes plainer that his 
elaborately planned movement has 
practically been a failuie. 
Some 


hundreds of Boer prisoners have been 
taken, but the leaders and the larger 


Senator Hanna has written to a 


friend that he is not in any sense a 
candidate for the presidency 
and 


tiusts that his friends will discour- 
age any efforts to make him a can- 
didate. Maicus doubtless means it, 
as far as such statements are usually 
meant* It is customary to be coy 
in such matters* It will be recalled 
that Theodore Roosevelt was never so 
strenuous in anything as he was two 
years ago in denying that he was a 
candidate for the 
vice presidency. 


He even went to the length of de- 
claring that under no circumstances 
would he allow his name to go before 
the convention, and he stood by that 
assertion to the last minute. 
His 


residence in the white house today 
tells forcibly what happened at the 
last republican national convention. 
Senator Hanna has not yet reached 
th« point of declaring he will not 
accept a nomination if tendered. 


Hon, Henry Clay Evans, commis- 


sioner of pensions, has handed the 
president his resignation, but will 
continue to administer the pension 
bureau until a good berth can be 
found for him in the 
diplomatic 


service. His policy, it is announced, 
will be continued by his successor. 
If that is to be, it is hard to discern 
any good reason for his quitting the 
pension bureau. Mr. Evans is a 
very admirable man and objection to 
him has not rested on his character 
or anything in his personality, but 
upon his administration of the pen- 
sion bureau. The veterans have 
found fault 
with him because of 


what they have regarded as his- un- 
due severity and hostile spirit in ad- 
judicating pension claims. Probably 
no commissioner of pensions has ever 
aroused so much opposition to the 
policy of that office 
or elicited so 


much bitter criticism of his course 
as Mr* Evans. The Grand Army of 
the Ilepublic and other societies of 
civil war veterans have protested 
most strongly against his policy 
time and again. To displace him 
with another who will pursue the 
same policy will not be apt to mend 
matters in the pension bureau much,

hou$e northwest of the city, on the 
Ctoshen road, Four d&ys ago he be- 
gan feeling badly and yesterday con 
eluded to come to the city to consult 
a physician. He started to walk to 
Fort Wayne and made slow progress 
and when still a few miles out he (met 
a fawner, who, noticing his condi* 
tion, asked him what was the mat- 
ter. The young fellow told him that 
he was ill, whereupon' the f armor1 
caid: "It looks to me is thmigh you 
had the smallpox* You'better get in 
here and I'll take you to town to a 
doctor." The fellow scrambled into 
the wagon and the farmer took him 
to Dr. Stultz's residence, in Bloom- 
ingdale. The doctor saw at once that 
it was an unmistakable case and im- 
mediately hustled the puti&nt to Dr, 
Macbetli. 
At about 9 o'clock the 


man was bundled into blankets, com- 
pletely covering him from bead to 
foot, and taken to the county hos- 
pital 
Neither the patient nor Dr. 


StultK knows who the humane farmer 
was who knowingly loaded a small- 
pox patient into his wagon, on the 
same seat with him and lauded him 
at a safe refuge. That man deserves 
a medal. Elwell was exposed to the 
rain during his trip and last night 
was rather flighty and delirious at 
times, but this morning had recov- 
ered his normal state. Dr. Macbeth 
and Mayor Berghoff this morning 
visited the county hospital and took 
with them such supplies as are re- 
quired at the place, including pro- 
visions and a few permissible deli- 
cacies.

He started to walk to 
Fort Wayne and mode slow progress 
and when still a few miles out he met 
a farmer, who, noticing liis condi- 
tion, asked him what was the mat- 
ter. The young fellow iold him. that 
he was ill, whereupon' the farmer' 
said: "It looks to me tfs though, you 
tiad the smallpox. You'better get in 
here and I'll take you to town to a 
doctor," The fellow scrambled into 
the wagon and the farmer took him 
to Dr. Stultz's residence, in Bloont- 
ingdale. The doctor saw at once that 
it was an unmistakable caea and im- 
mediately hustled the patient to Dr. 
Macbeth. 
At about 9 o'clock the 


man was bundled into blankets, com- 
pletely covering .him from. !head to 
foot, 'and taken to the county 
pltaJ. 'Neither the patient nor Dr. 
Stultz knows who the humane farmer 
was who knowingly loaded a small- 
pox patient into his wagon, on the 
same seat with ihim and landed him 
at a safe refuge. That man deserves 
a medal. Elwell was exposed to the

WORK WILL BEGIN SHORTLY 


THE IDEA OF COMBINING EX 


CHANGES ABANDONED. 


Within a short time the Home 


Telephone company will begin the 
erection- of a handsome building at 
the southeast comer of Calhoun and 
Masterson 
streets as a permanent 


home for the south side exchange of 
the big local independent company, 
The site for p the structure was pur- 
chased 
this morning 
from Mrs, 


Sarah Wise, and the price paid was 
83,800. 


It was the original intention of the 


company,-as soon <as the new main 
building at Clinton and Main streets, 
was completed, to abolish the south 
side exchange, whi<sh has for some 
years been located at Calhoun and 
Daw$o» streets, and move the entire 
equipment to% the central building. 
This idea, however, has been, aban- 
doned and the south side exchange 
will be maintained permanently. 


The change in the plans was de- 


termined upon after a great deal of 
deliberation. It was found ithat the 
single item of underground cable 
work which /would be necessitated 
by combining the exchanges would 
amount up to the surprising total of 
more than $25,000. This, together 
with the fact that the business of the 
central exchange 
is also growing 


very rapidly, led the directors to de- 
termine upon the purchase of the 
south side site and the placing of an 
exchange building there. 


Work is to begin upon the south 


side building as soon as the main 
building is completed, and Manager 
Moellering stated this afternoon that 
the new south side exchange should 
be in operation by the end of the 
year. The uew building will be de- 
signed with especial 
reference to 


telephone business and will be used 
exclusively by the company. It will 
be but one stoiy in height, and a 
sum approximating $5,000 is to be 
expended in the 'building proper. A 
uew switchboard is also to be in- 
stalled, with a capacity of 3,500 tel- 
ephones. 
Over seven hundred are 


now connected with the south side 
exchange, and the two new boards, 
at the main* and 
south side ex- 


changes, will give the Home com- 
pany a total ultimate capacity of ten 
thousand telephones. 


Another feature which is to be in- 


augurated 
with the 
forthcoming 


telephone diiectory is the abolishing 
of the terms "main" aud "south" in 
connection (with 
the 
subscriber's 


numbers. 
Hereafter there will be 


no duplicate numbeis, tout the num- 
bers of the south side subscribers 
will start with 6,000 and aixy num- 
ber in the six thousand class will be 
instantly recognized as a south side 
number. The change is toeing made 
wherever possible by merely insert- 
ing the figure "6" before the old 
south side number, so that a sub- 
scriber whose number for instance 
has been "333 south," will now be- 
come merely "6333."

MERTON SMITH CARRYING ON A REMAKKABLE CAMPAIQN 


IN THE WILD CACTUS TERRITORY.

Hundreds of persons 
in Tort 


Wayne will recall Mertoii Smith, the 
evangelist who conducted an impres- 
sive series of meetings in, this city 
three years ago this spring. 
Mr. 


Smith has been conducting a re- 
markable gospel tent campaign in 
Arizona this winter, and the follow- 
ing account of the work is interest- 
ingly told by one who was with him 
in a letter to The Sentinel: 


The winter of 1898-99 found Mr. 


Moody at work in the western and 
southwestern states. 
Arizona, es- 


pecially, attracted his attention; the 
general disregard for religion and 
especially the sad condition of the 
many new and hustling 
mining 


camps called for a strong gospel 
campaign. At this time Mr. Moody 
formulated a plan for organizing a 
tent campaign and suggested (Rev. 
Merton Smith, who years before had 
organized and led the Chicago Evan- 
gelization society's tent campaign in 
Chicago, as the man to carry on the 
Arizona work. Other interests, how- 
ever, crowded out this work at the 
time, and Mr; Moody's death super- 
vening, all idea of this campaign 
seemed to lapse. 


I/ast 
summer, however, Mertou 


Smith organized and personally con- 
ducted a gospel tent campaign 
in 


Omaha, uniting in the effort almost 
all the Evangelical churches and pas- 
tors. 
Before this campaign closed 


Walter Hill, of Phoenix, got in touch 
with Merton Smith, and a plan for 
bringing the tent and party to Ari- 
zona for the winter was agreed upon. 
Phoenix was chosen as the opening 
point, and on November 3 last the 
large tent, seating 1,200 people, was 
opened and formally dedicated to the 
gospel work an Arizona, 


The evangelistic party consisted of 


Rev. Merton Smith, Mr. and Mrs. 
George E, Slaw&on and Miss Ora M. 
•Augustine, and from 
the first day 


the tent was taxed to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Each Sunday night saw 
toany turned away, and even at 
times on week nights the tent could 
not seat those who thronged to the 
meetings. 
On the second night an 


old .prospector who bad just happen- 
ed in town from the mountains arose 
at the close of the sermon and stated 
publicly that for two weeks he had 
been praying God to lead him some- 
where and 
somehow to salvation; 


that now his prayer was asnwered 
and he had found peace. Now he was 
going to buy a bible and raturn to 
his lonely camp with a new joy. The 
next night he appeared in the meet- 
ing and at the close arose to show 
his bible and bid good'-bye. 
Many 


such men, who 
never darkened a 


church door, were brought into the 
tent and some were led to Christ. 


The nights were too cool without 


some artificial heat, so stoves had 
to be added. Another drawback -was 
the terrible adobe dust, but by cov- 
ering the floor of the tent with caii- 
vas this was partially overcome. 
During the second week in Phoenix 
the tent was flooded, either through 
malice or by carelessness, by the 
turning on of too strong a head of 
water in the irrigating ditch that 
xan alongside the tent. The canvas 
!had to be taken down -and the ground 
allowed to dry before the tent was 
a-e-ereoted. Meetings were held for 
about a week meanwhile in the First 
Presbyterian church. This incident 
fully demonstrated the value of the 
tent, for while in the church the au- 
diences were not more than one-half 
as large as in the tent. 


The meeting 
closed int Phoenix 


with a great outpouring of the peo- 
ple—from fifteen hundred to eighteen 
hundred packed into the tent and 
still many hundreds were turned 
away. Services were held every aft- 
ernoon and evening in the tent, as 
was also a street meeting on the 
main thoroughfare from 7 to 7:30 p. 
m. Rev. Tapsley A. McAfee, 
the 


Presbyterian minister, was promi- 
nent in the open-air work, and re- 
joiced iu leading the hard-handed, 
but often soft-hearted 'men to Christ. 


Another feature 
of the Phoenix 


work was that at the Indian school. 
Here from 300 to 400 young men 
and women attended the meetings 
and seemed deeply moved by the gos- 
peL Miss Augustine completely won 
their hearts by teaching them 'such 
gospel 
choruses as "No, Never 


Alone" and "Count Your 'Blessings." 
It was inspiring to hear them sing. 
The Mariicopa and 
Pi ma agencies 


were also visited, although here the 
speaking had to be done through an 
interpreter. 


The next point reached was Tempe, 


nine miles from Phoenix, Tempe is 
only -a vllliage, but is situated in the 
midst of a lovely plain almost en- 
tirely under cultivation. Here there 
are settled perhaps some 8,000 peo- 
ple, and. although the weather was 
extremely cold for Arizona during 
the two weeke campaign here (the 
thtrmowter falling as low a» 14 d«- 
grtt* IWwmhett) th* tart was kept 


tour Iftrgt stows and 


visedly straw was put on the floor 
of the tent, aud the straw dust added 
to the ordinary adobe dust, made life 
almost unbearable for preacher and 
singers. 
The meetings were kept 


alive, however, and when the weath- 
er moderated the tent was filled with 
people. It was no unusual sight to 
see one hundred buggies hitched 
about the tent. 


Tucson was reached the first week 


in January. It is quite a task to 
move a tent. T'he canvas has to be 
carefully taken down, closely folded 
up and stowed into canvas bags and 
theu (hauled with aM the poles, pins 
and stakes to the 
railroad. Two 


hundred folding benches and a num- 
ber of folding chairs are carried for 
seating accommodations. The light- 
ing- is furnished by an ecetylene gas 
apparatus and distiibuted through 
the tout 'by means of pipe conduit 
system with a Score of standards car- 
rying burners. All this has to be 
taken apart an'd then reset in tbe 
new location. The entire outfit makes 
a carload. 


The meetings at Tucson continuecl 


witfi 
ever-imcreasing power 
and 


blessing- to the end. Many souls 
v/cre reached, especially among1 tUe 
men. 
It was commonly stated that 


Tucson had never known sucfc a fit 
of churdh -going, and while both tlie 
daily newspapers nfrere 
in cordial 


sympathy with the work, one cf the 
editors grew quite 
facetious over 


Merton Smith's conflict 
with 
the 


devil—the patron saint of the old 
Pueblo. 
At Tucson a notable fea- 


ture of t'lie service was the constant 
attendance •of frcm one "hundred to 
two nurtured Indian boys an'd girls 
from 
the 
Presfbyterian 
Training 


Eohcal nearby. 
The scholars 
ars 


mostly from the Papagoes, -are very 
frien'dly 'and tfcankful for any in- 
terest taken in tftem. 
Later on the* 


school was visited for a week and 
services for tliel ndians held morn- 
ing- and evening- -witli very blessed 
results. The principal of this school, 
Mr. Frazier I. Herndon, was inde- 
fatigable in his efforts to make tUe 
Tucson meetings « success. 


At the 'clo'se 'of the Tucson cam- 


paign tlie weather broke, and it was 
decided to visit some smaller inland 
points while waiting for mo-re set- 
tled weather for the renewal of the 
tent meetings. 
A German convert 


offered the use of a strong team and 
his services -as >a guide, so a covered 
hack was ihired and -a start 
made 


across t5ie 'desert on what proved to 
be a tthree-hun'drett-inile trip. 


The first point reached was Oracle 


(43 miles) and 'here services were 
held, 'although & foot of snow had 
fallen, detaining the party nearly a 
•week. Then

canip (12 miles) and Mammoth, back 
again to Waole and from thence "to 
Florence (TO miles) made in tv/o 
stages. 
The stop over nig'ht was 


made at Cresciente Canada randhe,

splendid entertainment for man and 


eamp is not an incorporated town, 
and everyone does much

pleases. Smalpox and diphtheria are 
'both very prevalent, it being no un- 
common thing to meet a man aJl 
red-pitted upon the street. Wo one 
seems to fear it. 


T'he outlook here seemed well-nigh 


'hopeless tor Gospel work, and yet 
for fully three weeks the tent has 
'been thronged and blessings have 
tDine &t every service* Hen consti- 
tute three-fourths of every congre- 
gation, amounting to a$ high as 700 
people at times. The value of the 
tent campaign in ti mining camp is 
fully 
such a 


demonstrated. 
Of course m 


place the work is not self- 


supporting and the churches are so 
weak that foelp must come from the 
oUtside. 
But God thas raised 
up 


nuny friends for the Arizona tent 
campaign, a;Vd will doubtless con- 
tinue to supply all its needs accord- 
ing to His ridhes in Glory by Christ 
Jesus. The work in the mining 
camps is now beginning in dead ear- 
nest.

T<he blue smofck of the butcher has 


often aroused curiosity. 
TSie color 


was originally adopted ]by the guild 
of butchers in the middle ages at -a 
time when eadh trade had its dis- 
thigns'hing color. But, while other 
guilds dropped their colors, butchers 
stuck to fblue because iblootistains are 
less ivoticeaMe upon that color than 
upon any 'other.

So far from preventing men with 


adventurous spirits from penetrating 
the icy regions, the difficulties, hard* 
ships and sufferings act as an induce* 
ment, as a mental stimulant. 


Scarcely does any experience, how- 


ever, so tax the strongest and brav- 
est spirit as within the polar circles. 
No man can spend a winter in the ice 
fields and escape the effects of the 
perils and privations and the awful 
strangeness of the world about him 
are bound to have upon his mental 
and physical constitution. • 


If the life is unnatural and injur- 


ious in 'the Arctic regions it is much 
more so in the Antarctic regions. In 
the north the fresh food supply is of 
great aid to the traveler; there are 
the white bear, the musk ox, the rein- 
deer and the polar fox, which even in 
winter can be caught and eaten. 


In the Antarctic there is no mam- 


mal within the caast line, and the 
traveler must entirely d&pend upon 
what he brings with liim in the form 
of preserved food, and preserved food 
packed in tins is, At its best, in my 
opinion, unfavorable as food. 


The late zoologist of my expedition 


who gave his life for science in the 
far south died chiefly because he 
could not get fresh food. 


The Antarctic night, whidh lasts 


for seventy-one days at Cape Adair, is 
longer than the night at the same lat- 
itude in the north. 
I/ike an evil, 


sneaking spirit the Antarctic nig'it 
wraps the traveler in its black, cold 
clasp. 
No one who has not faced 


these midnight winters fully realizes 
what a depressing effect the lack of 
sunlight has upon the human mind.

and physical constitution.

If the life is unnatural and injuv- 
ous In Iflie Arctic regions it is much 
no re so in the Antarctic regions. In 
the north the fresh food supply is of 
great -aid to the traveler; there are 
the white bear, the musk ox, the rein- 
deer and the polar fox, which even in 
winier can be caught and eaten. 


In the Antarctic there is no mam- 


mal within the coast line, and the 
traveler must entirely d&pend upon 
what he brings with him in the form 
of preserved food, and preserved food 
packed in tins is, at its best, in my 
opinion, unfavorable as food. 


The late zoologist of my expedition 


who gave his life for science in the 
far south died chiefly 
-because he 


could not get fresh food. 


The Antarctic night, which lasts 


for seventy-one days at Cape Adair, is 
longer than the night at the same lat- 
itude in the north. 
Like an evil, 


sneaking spirit the Antarctic nlglit 
wraps the traveler in its black, cold 
clasp. 
No one who has not faced 


these midnight winters fully realizes

the camp, but spring was on and the 
blessing of work was at hand, and 
then the penguins themselves, *with 
their interesting habits, cheered us 
much and made us bury the sorrows, 
although we could not forget. 


The penguins, especially those 


which inhabit the continent in great 
numbers, remind one of a human 
community. In endless long strings 
they walked after each other. With 
their black backs they looked at a 
distance on the white snow like 
comical Lilliputian funeral proces- 
sion. When they discovered us they 
came up to us, not knowing the 
bloodthirst 
of 
civilization. 
They 


walked around us, evidently taking 
down their zoological notes about us 
and taking us for a new sort of pen 
gum. 


They came back to their nesting 


places at the cape where their ol 
nests, consisting of small pebbles 
were still lying alxmt from the pre- 
vious year, although somewhat dis- 
turbed by the heavy gales. 


On warm days the male bird stooi 


erect in his nest, his beak towar 
the zenith, uttering 
a series c 


hoarse screams, the female listeninj 
attentively to his 
Antarctic 
lovi 


song. They had a busy time love 
making and nest-making, in both o 
which occupations they were studiec 
most attentively by my 
ba/clielo 


staff. 


We ate the penguins from the tim 


they first came.

ish. They were fresh food at leas 
Then the eggs, which were laid i 
the beginning of November, were o 
course, welcome. I, myself, devour 
ed fourteen of these eggs the 
firs 


day, notwithstanding the fact tha 
they were twice the size of an -ordi 
nary duck's egg. 


T shall not forget 
the momen 


when it was announced to me tha 
the penguins 
had laid their firs 


eggs. I told the doctor, who gener 
ally looked after the menu, that 
should have eggs next morning. He, 
however, implored 
me not to ea 


eggs nor let any of the members ea 
them just then. He was making 
study of us at the time, tapping 
for blcod, making miscroscopical in 
vestigations 
thereof, taking 
ou 


pulse by the pulseometer, and Tra 
afraid that eggs, the very thing w 
required, would upset our health an 
thua spoil his valuable investiga- 
tions. 


It was an enthusiasm which I ap 


predated as highly as ho himself ap 
predated the eggs the next morning, 


The young 
penguins, which ap- 


peared a month after the first egg 
was laid, looked like little fbags sit 
ting on the ground. We tried also t 
eat these, but they were very oily 
and made us sick. 


The 'best food supplies which the 


Antarctic traveler has are the seal 
and the fish. The fish constitute on 
of the most remarkable discoverie 
wo made, as more than eleven varie< 
ties of them are iibsolutely new to 
science. 
The seal flash is coarse 


but I ate it raw and occasionally 
drank the blood from the hole made 
by the seal knife. It is very oily 
especially after passing through th< 
layer of blubber which is often more 
than three inches thick, but I re- 
gard it a great remedy against dis 
ease. 


I only wish that the late Zoologist 


Hansen, who, I am convinced, dice! 
of beriberi, had been able to eat raw 
seal beef. 


The fish were delicious. Strange 


to gay, we never caught .any 
by 


bait, but always gat them by means 
of the 
pilk, an appliance like a 


bright little fisli of tin, to which 
two hooks had been fastened *it the 
nose. We molded this appliance in 
wooden carved shapes in which we 
poured melted tin. 
This, fastened 


to a line, was moved rapidly up and 
down in the water. 


All fish are very cautious, and I 


presume that the Antarctic fish is 
even more so Tnan the Arctic* 
not 


having seen so many wonders of 
men's handiwork. So we hooked 
these fish easily. 
One of the Laps 


•caught as many as fifty in an hour. 


When we first began to try eating 


then! I suggested that as the fish 
might be poisonous we ought to 
draw lots to determine who should 
take the risk and eat the first fish. 
The men agreed, but when the first 
fish appeared, nice and fresh -on our 
wooden table, we all started to cat at 
once, 


I have often been asked why wo- 


men should not join in Arctic ex- 
plorations to cheer the members dur- 
ing the long dark months, The plan 
would, of course, be impracticable, 
because women are lacking in the 
necessary physical 
strength and 


would become a burden instead of a 
h*lp to the explorer. All the same, 
I may say that the absence of them 
to a great degree amounts for the 
melancholy that often takes hold of 
members of a jwlor expedition.

Bugasin is located on the coast of 


the province of Antique, the wildest 
and most savage district of the Is- 
land of Panay. The way the Fili- 
pinos say it received its name, serves 
to show how tradition and legend is 
interwoven with every phase of Vis 
ayai. *-ie.

"The wife liad money. She bought

"In this house the pardoned man 


and his family lived until the hus- 
band's, death. I have been assured 
by the wife herself that her husband 
never crossed the state line.

ihouse stood in Missouri and Arkan- 
sas, 
i 


"The pardon was issued by Govern- 


or It. H. Stewart, of Missouri, who, 
by the way, was a character in his 
day. He was a native of Hew York, 
and after his death hte body was 
brought back to that state and rests 
today in an unmarked grave. 


"The man who was pardoned was 


not a common criminal. He had been 
a prominent politician in Missouri, 
and notwithstanding his one misstep 
he was a man of high notions of hon- 
or. The reason why Governor Stew- 
art imposed exile in the pardon 
due to the fact'that the man had bit- 
terly opposed Stewart's candidacy. 


"It may add to the interest of the 


story that when the exile- was taken 
sick he made his wife promise him 
that she "would not have the funeral 
from the -Missouri side of the house/'

APPLICATION OF THE LESSON. 


Easter is the great day of final vic- 


tory. We canuot overstate the im- 
portance of the resurrection of Christ 
in His work as Redeemer. If He had 
died in love for us and then had not 
risen ,His dying would not have 
saved us. If He had found the last 
enemy, death, too strong for Him 
and had remained a captive in the 
dark prison, it could only have been 
said that while He nobly tried to 
save us He had failed. But He did 
not fail. 
He could not be holden 


of death. That is the teaching of 
Easter. 


We have only a fragment of the 


atory in our lesson today, but this 
fragment is enough to recall to our 
memory all that happened that won- 
derful First-day morning. The wo- 
men had come in the dim dawn with 
their spices, only to fiud that the 
<body they sought was no longer in 
the grave. Mary Magdalene, most 
intense of all in her loving, had run 
back into the city and had told Peter 
and John that the body was gone* 
These two apostles then hastened to 
the grave. John was first to reach 
the place, but Peter, coming up a 
moment later, boldly pressed into 
the open tomb. 


"Simon Peter * * * entered into 


the tomb;- and he beholdeth the linen 
cloths lying, and the napkin, that 
was upon His head, not lying with 
the linen cloths, but Tolled up in a 
place by itself." The picture within 
the tomb, as John here paints it, is 
one of great peacefulness. There 
had been no hurry, no confusion, in 
the departure from the chamber of 
death. The burial

been quietly and leisurely 'removed 
and then laid down in order. Even 
on that wonderful resurrection mom-

Cyrus, king of Persia, possessed a 


regular riding post, stations and men 
with horses that were always in lead- 
iness -when required. The speed of 
his horses was such, according to 
Herodotus, as nothing mortal sur- 
passed, and varied on the road from 
Susa to Sardis from 
sixty to 120 


miles a day. The early Greeks and 
Romans were by no means so ad- 
vanced, the Greeks having but little 
private correspondence before 600 B. 
C., while few attempts were made 
to organize the postal system of the 
Roman empire until the 
Emperor 


Augustus instituted couriers and 
stages along the roads at which re- 
lays oE horses were always ready. 


England was even still more back- 


ward, for it was not until the reign 
of Henry I. that permanent messen- 
gers, styled nuntii and cursores, were 
first employed in the. delivery of the 
king's writs to the lords and barons. 
They only began to wear the royal 
Livery in the time of Henry III., who 
employed them both in England and 
in foreign parts on affairs of state, 
as well as on the private and confi- 
dential business of the crown. Their 
payment was an important item in 
the royal 'household accounts, and 
many specimens 
of the extent to 


which the system prevailed are to 
be found 
in our public 
records. 


Thus, on December 18, 1324, the at- i 
tcntion of the wardens of the cinque 
ports, as well as of the mayor nnd 
sheriffs of London were drawn to the 
fact that many letters, prejudicial to 
the interests of the crown, were be- 
ing brought into the country, and 
they were commanded to make dili- 
gent scrutiny of all persons passing 
from, ports beyond the seaa and to 
stop nil letters concerning 
which

23, 1326, evidently directed against 
Queen Isabella, the wife of Edward 
II., states that "the queen, by coun-

APPLICATION OF THE LESSON. 


Easter is the great day of final vic- 


tory. We cannot overstate the im- 
portance of the resurrection of Christ 
n His work as Redeemer.

When 
these grains or herbs were to be 
threfthed they were thrown ou the 
ftQOr, and the workmen would come

All who will live godly 
in jChxist Jesus must suffer persecu- 
tion. 
Besides that, 
there are the

Even amid the joys and hilarities

army were heard, and the audience 
broke up in wild panic and ran for 
their lives, so oftentimes while you 
ere seated amid the joys and festivi- 
ties of this world, you hear the can- 
nonade of some great disaster.

The heft of -the -threshing

gatherers go out witn large baskets; 
but when the drought has almost 
consumed the fruit, then a quart- 
measure will do as well.

gates, and the Ephesian vociferation, 
and the ankles skinned by the pain- 
ful stocks, and the foundering of the 
Alexandrian corn-ship, and the be- 
heading stroke of the Roman sheriff 
to bring Paul to his proper develop- 
ment.

HINDERSMEHTAL OPERATIONS

Demomatrat* tfc« Effect of Al- 


cohol on t*e Brain, 


The famous Dr. Wlassak, of Vienna, 


recently gave particulars of a most 
extraordinary series of experiments 
upon only young people in excellent 
health* His object was to ascertain 
the effect of alcoholic beverages on 
the mental powers, and he adopted th« 
plan of giving small fixed doses and 
of observing the effect on the speed 
and quality of simple and calculable 
mental operations, such as sums in 
addition, committing figures to mem- 
ory, and noting impressions on the 
senses. An appreciable decline in the 
power of addition was produced by a 
quantity of alcohol equivalent to a 
fifth of a litre of beer. There was a 
marked and rapid decline on the con* 
sumption of two to three litres of beer 
when a certain number of figures had 
to be added in a given time. The in- 
jurious effects of such a quantity were 
noticeable for over 24 hours. 
Th« 


other tests gave similar results. \Vhen 
alcohol -was takeu daily a cumulative 
effect was produced. The persons ex- 
perimented upon had no consciousness 
of their diminished capacity, but, on 
the contrary, believed that they were 
working easily and,well. The circum- 
stance that alcohol thus falsified facts 
was taken by Dr. \Vlassak to consti- 
tute its greatest danger. While actu- 
ally diminishing the capacity for in- 
tellectual labor, it produces a feeling 
of satisfaction with the inferior work 
accomplished under its 
influence. 


Thus is the important fact established, 
on scientific evidence of the most in- 
controvertible order, that it acts as 
a hindrance to culture, even in cases 
•where there is no approach to intem- 
perance.—Journal of Inebriety.

In 206 E. C. the 
penalty for that offense was a fine in- 
stead of death. After many changes 
in the laws regulating the sale of drink 
and the punishment for drunkards, in 
1279 B. C. all liquor makers were ban- 
ished from China. 


After the Chinese in point of time 


came the Jews, After them the Hin- 
doos. 
The ancient laws of Ceylon, 


Burmah, and other Buddhist countries 
forbade the manufacture, sale or use 
of liquor, in A. D. 626, the fourth year 
after the Hegira, Mohammed, to pro- 
mote the discipline and efficiency of 
the army, forbade the use of wine to 
the soldiers. This rule prevails in full 
force and effect in the Turkish army 
in the present day.—Chicago Israelite. 


WIFE DESERTION. 


Drink ** « Factor in Rained Ho Ken 


in Boston MB Sboirn by Ac* 


curate Figures. 


That intemperance as a cause of de- 


eertion of wives by their husbands has 
alarmingly increased during the past 
three or four years in Boston, is shown 
by a report of the general secretary 
of the Associated Charities, Miss Zil- 
pah D, Smith, oti "Deserted Wives and 
Deserted Husbands." Figures 
are 


given concerning 224 families which 
hove been under the observation of the 
district committees and agents of the 
society, showing that desertion is a 
very frequent cause of destitution, 
about one in ten of the new families 
brought to the attention of the As* 
sociatetl Charities being that of a de- 
serted wife. The report says: 


In 79 cases the man's intemperance 


was given as the chief cause. One hun- 
dred and nineteen men drank to the 
point of intemperance, nearly 01 per 
Cent, of the whole number. The wives 
of ten of these also drank; and ten 
other women were drunkards, whose 
husbands were temperate. So that in- 
temperance appears, as a cause of de- 
sertion, in 55.13 percent, of the cases. 
This is a strikingly large proportion, 
as, among the cases, becoming known 
to the society in 1898-99, intemperance 
was counted as a cause of distress in 
only 22.5 per cent, of those not pre- 
viously known to some charity, and in 
only 36 per cent, of those who had 
been known to some charity before 
that year.
